LANSING (AP)-A bill provid- 


ing that no activated National 
Guardsman could be prosecuted 
for acts performed in the line of 
duty was signed into law Wed- 
nesday by Gov. George Rom- 
ney,

the 1967 Detroit riot, provides 
that no Guardsman on active 
duty "shall be liable civilly or 
criminally for any act or acts 
done by him in the performance 
of his duty." 


It provides also that during 


riot, invasion or disaster, the 
"honest and reasonable judg- 
ment" of a Guard officer "shall 
be full protection" against crim- 
inal or civil charges. 


The state attorney general's

This is the 
key to the successful and safe 
use of any drug. It should 
be used only for the time that it 
is prescribed. No extended time 
should elapse without a recheck 
by the physician, or gynecolo- 
gist, who prescribes this val- 
uable hormone.

proach has its exceptions, es- 
pecially 
in suit 
play when 


declarer has a lot of ruffing to 
do in either dummy's hand or 
his own. In such cases he may 
find it more fruitful to count 
winners in making an estimate 
of his prospects. 


Thus, in the present case, if 


'South counted only his losers, 


he would note three in spades 
and (assuming he saw West's 
cards) 
at least five trump 


tricks as well. This would come 
to a tidy five-trick (1,400 points) 
setback. 


But the fact is that South 


need not lose eight tricks — and 
not only that, but assuming he 
exercises a reasonable degree 
of care, he loses only three 
tricks and makes the contract 
despite West's formidable array 
of trumps. 


He wins the diamond lead 


with the ace and immediately 
starts a campaign to score as 
many small trumps in his hand 
as

can. 
He returns 
a 


diamond to the king and ruffs a 
diamond, then cashes the A-K of 
clubs and ruff another diamond. 


South has now won six tricks 


— the A-K of diamonds, the A-K 
of clubs, and two diamond ruffs.

James I. Clark, M.D. of Fenn- 
vilie, have announced they can- 
not support a continuance of the 
Red Cross Blood program, un- 
der the proposed new charge 
system. 


In their statement, the phy- 


siciani explained that as of July 
l.the Red Cross Blood program 
will put into effect a service 
charge of $9.50 for each unit of 
blood used. 


They said that unknown to 


many participants in the pro- 
gram, a charge has been in 
effect for the past few years 
and has either been absorbed in 
hospital costs or has been billed 
to the patient in 
laboratory 


blood processing charges. 


Clark said in 1966, the charge 


was $4 and in 1967, $7.75. He 
said the increase reflects a rise 
in processing costs, but that 
persons should be informed of 
the charge and not expect free 
service as a part of the "free 
blood program," expounded by 
the Red Cross. 
j 


The physicians said that close I 


examination of the costs shows 
patients in smaller 
hospitals 


would be charged more in this 
program 
t h a n 
they would 


through private agencies. 


Dr. Clark said also that along 


with the service charges, the 
Red Cross also will charge $9.50 
per unit for all blood stocked by 
the smaller hospitals but which 
is returned unused in excess of 
a 19 per cent utilization allow- 
ance. A survey from January to 
June 1967 showed charges for 
patients in Allegan Health cen- 
ter would be $16 per unit and 
even more in the PlainweU and 
Douglas hospitals. Clark said 
the same services offered by 
the Red Cross blood program 
can be obtained through com- 
mercial blood banks in this area 
for a cost of from $12.50 to $15 
per unit and that this charge 
applies only to the blood actual- 
ly used. 


Regarding the 19 per cent 


utilization, the physicians said 
the smaller hospitals over-sub- 
scribe 
in 
blood 
donations 


whereas metropolitan a r e a s 
which would benefit from the 
new charge, either do not meet 
their quotas or barely meet 
them. 


This means, the physicians 


said, that people in smaller 
communities are in effect sub- 
sidizing the blood program for 
the metropolitan areas. 


.Clark said another source of 


funds 
available to the Red 


Cross and not to independent 
blood suppliers is the 9 cents 
per capita assessment of the 
Red Cross funds necessary to 
keep the program available to 
county residents. This is 
for 


replacement outside the area, 
but other blood suppliers pro- 
vide 
the 
same 
replacement 


exchange at no extra charge. 


" Finally, the physicians said 
the Red Cross insists that part 
of the. increase in cost is the 
derivative f r o m 
blood they 


make available to the health 
department for free distribu- 
tion. Again, the physicians said 
most of the derivatives are used 
in training hospitals in larger 
cities. They ask, "Why should 
they not be paid for by th? 
persons g e t t i n g the benefit 
rather than at the expense of 
persons needing blood in small- 
er community hospitals?"
